Harry A. Dart. an investment banker 
of Detroit, Mich.. and Los Angeles, Calif.. 
was among the largest buyers in number of 
yearlings: he got 7 head for $71,500, in- 
cluding a brother to the top sprinter Im- 
bros at $30.500. 

Dart. who makes his own selections 
from the catalogue. bought his first Thor- 
oughbreds at the Keeneland summer sales 
in 1957 and formed the Deep Well Stable, 
which he owns with his wife Gladys. The 
stable has done all its racing in California 
and currently consists of 12 horses under 
the care of Noble Threewit. Best horse in 
the barn is Mr. Deep Well. Dart has 2 
broodmares at Conejo Ranch, both with 
their first foals this year. 

Dart’s yearlings. to be broken at Conejo 
Ranch, Thousand Oaks. Calif... and 2 
bought by trainer Wayne Stucki. were 
shipped to California along with 6 head 
purchased by Victor Heerman for clients 
of the Heerman Bloodstock Agency, 
whose headquarters are at Arcadia. Mrs. 
M. W. Williamson’s Gilles de Retz— 
*Rasher filly was bought for Martin 
Traub. of Tacoma, Wash.; Elmendorf’s 
Prince John—*Bed o’ Roses II filly and 
Mrs. R. W. P. Johnston’s Decathlon— 
Queue filly for H. B. (Tex) Taylor, of 
Burbank; Hurstland Farm’s *Royal Sere- 
nade—Little Hut colt and *Ambiorix— 
Restless Lady colt for John Grossman. of 
Beverly Hills. Taylor’s yearlings were sent 
to Dr. B. J. Errington’s farm at Chino. 
Grossman’s and Traub’s to Three Rings 
Ranch at Beaumont. 


Bruno Ferrari, a home and highway 
builder from Latrobe, Pa.. was a newcomer 


to Keeneland. He bought 7 yearlings for 
$62.700. A jumping horse enthusiast, Fer- 
rari began flat racing just 114 months ago 
when he had trainer John Tragni run a 
home-bred horse’ at ThistlkeDown. Tragni 
claimed 2 horses to augment the Ferrari 
stable, and one of the claims was a Dark 
Star colt called Hurry Home which won 
4 week-end features and earned $15,275, 
making Ferrari the leading owner of the 
meeting. At Keeneland the owner and 
trainer were seeking prospects for major 
meetings in the East. Ferrari owns a 400- 
acre farm near Latrobe, where his one 
broodmares has a suckling filly by *Roll- 
ing Rock and is again in foal to *Rolling 
Rock. Tragni will break the yearlings 
at the farm and hopes to take them to 
Florida for racing after the first of the 
year. 


Dr. Charles E. Hagyard, president of the 
Breeders’ Sales Company, consigned 5 
yearlings to the July auctions at Keene- 
land, but sent only one of them through 
the ring. The injuries which caused the 
withdrawal of the other 4 were of a minor 
nature. and the value of the yearlings re- 
mains. Arch Graham, who expected to 
sell 2 at Saratoga, had worse luck. Late 
in June one of them was frightened by a 
storm and went through a fence. It was 
withdrawn before the catalogue was print- 
ed. On the afternoon of July 23 a thun- 
derstorm swept through the Lexington 
area, and Graham sent a groom to bring 
in from the pasture the Crafty Admiral 
colt he was to sell at Saratoga. The colt 
was already dead. It had been struck by 
lightning.

The Blood-Horse 


; 
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As a Last Resort 


By way of comment on the “very en- 
lightening” editorial in The Blood-Horse 
of July 23, R. Bruce Livie, chairman of 
the Maryland Racing Commission, writes 
that “at the Commission appearance be- 
fore this Legislative Committee, there was 
a bad job of reporting the true facts. I am 
enclosing a copy of a letter from Albert 
A. Shuger, a member of the Maryland 
Racing Commission, to Mr. John Hanes 
of the New York Racing Association, Inc., 
which states what really happened at our 
appearance before this Committee.’ 


The pertinent paragraph from Com- 
missioner Shuger’s letter says: . 

“Chairman Rasin, of the Legislative 
Committee, asked for various suggestions 
that his committee could consider. He 
particularly stressed that we should in- 
clude successful methods, ideas and plans 
that are presently in use in other states. 
We submitted, for instance, consideration 
of night racing, consolidation of racing 
days, consolidation of tracks. In an effort 
to comply with the request that we give 
them every type of plan, I suggested that 
they might also give consideration to the 
New York Racing Association operation. 
Knowing full well that it would just be 
impossible to organize [such a group] in 
Maryland. . . . I said that it may be 
necessary as a last resort, in order to save 
racing in Maryland, to set up a State 
Authority to do the same type of job that 
was done by the New York Racing Asso- 
ciation. At no time did I or Bruce Livie 
(who discussed the matter later) even 
slightly intimate that the New York 
Racing Association was State owned or 
controlled.” 

We are grateful to the commissioners 
for the clarification, and we hope the legis- 
lative committee will be able to recommend 
measures short of the last resort, which 
in this instance appears to be no resort 
at all, since the basic problems would re- 
main. 
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Whether there is consolidation or not, 
we suspect that the enlightened and en- 
terprising management of Maryland’s 
major tracks constitutes the group best 
qualified to maintain good racing in the 
face of strong competition. We hope the 
tracks will be extended the privilege of 
working out their own salvation, and if 
this entails a lower tax on the mutuels, 
along with a smaller take-off for the 
tracks, the legislature may be justified in 
launching a noble experiment. 

If horse-players still prefer lower pay- 
offs in other states than they would re- 
ceive with a reduced take-off in Maryland. 
then we have overestimated their intelli- 
gence. If the situation is so serious that it 
requires legislative inquiry, it is serious 
enough to consider the possibility of gain- 
ing more revenue by the simple device of 
undercutting the competitors’ price. 

The take on $1.000,000 at 15 per cent 
is $150,000. The take on $1.500.000 at 10 
per cent is $150,000. 

Whether an actual gain in revenue is 
possible through a drastic reduction in the 
take can be determined only by trying it. 
But it should be possible to make the 
experiment at a relatively low cost. Even 
if the expected increase in turnover and 
attendance failed to offset the lower per- 
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centage at the first trial, it is unlikely that 
the margin of deficiency would be large. 
In the long run, if a long run were allowed, 
the increase in attendance and in volume 
of wagering almost certainly would result 
in greater revenue to the state and greater 
income to the tracks. 


To Ease the Traffic 


When the New York Racing Association 
moved its programs up to 9 races a day, 
the tracks in New Jersey resolved to stand 
pat on their 8-race programs, and last year 
they came off somewhat better than the 
competition across the Hudson River. But 
now the improved facilities of the new 
Aqueduct plant are keeping more New 
York racing fans at home, and as a curi- 
ous result of this fact, the line in New 
Jersey has broken. Monmouth Park turned 
to 9-race programs at its recent meeting, 
though the extra race in New York had 
less to do with competition than did the 
new stands at Aqueduct. 

The Atlantic City meeting opening Au- 
gust 8 proposes to offer 9 races “on busy 
days.” not in an avowed attempt to gain 
added income, but for a reason which 
should entitle its author to a TRA award 
as Rationalizer of the Year. Said Atlantic 
City’s general manager Phillip J. Baker 
this week: 

“We felt that the ninth race would help 
ease the traffic leaving the track, as many 
fans leave after the seventh race, which 
will continue as the feature, and others 
after the eighth. Many of the tracks now 
run 9 races, so that we are in effect follow- 
ing the pattern. We'll have 9 races on 
Wednesdays and Saturdays through Labor 
Day and Saturdays only thereafter.” 

Insofar as it concerns relief of traffic 
congestion, the ninth race has another ad- 
vantage. The players who stay to bet on 
it will clutter the highways less often in 
returning to the track.

The Weather and On-and-On 


Conspired Against Favorites 


New York. Name horses were tum- 
bling all over the country on the last 
Saturday in July, but nowhere did they 
fall with the thud heard in New York. 
Bald Eagle, Sword Dancer, and First 
Landing each chose the afternoon of the 
Brooklyn Handicap to toss in a bad one, 
and the price that this would happen 
would have been far greater than the 
15-to-1_ pay-off on Calumet Farm’s On- 
and-On. These were not cheese cham- 
pions; they simply picked the same day 
to run a race that was not near their top 
effort. 

The reasons for the failure of each 
horse were different, but there was one 
common factor in the drenched track. 
Aqueduct had received 5 inches of rain 
the night before the 114-mile Brooklyn. 


The excellent track could have passed 
this off, but at noon it started to rain 
again, and the track became one large 
saucer of lentil soup. Each time a hoof hit 
the track there was a bowl-sized crater 
left to mark the place. 


On this type of surface, with water and 
sand in a horse’s face all the way, the 
come-from-behind brigade was at a defi- 
nite disadvantage. No horse could give 
up too much ground and hope to make it 
up. The Big Three tried and failed as the 
lighter weighted horses skipped to the 
lead and never came back. 


But do not take anything away from 
the first three finishers—On-and-On. 
Greek Star, and Waltz. It was their kind 
of track, and they handled it well to pro- 
vide a thrilling race. The Calumet colt. 


unable to cope with a holding Monmouth 
track against First Landing earlier in the 
month, stayed near the pace in the Brook- 
lyn and outclassed Greek Star and Waltz 
in the final quarter-mile. The *Nasrullah 
colt carried a respectable 118 pounds 
while being perfectly ridden by Ismael 
Valenzuela. 


Jimmy Jones was not on hand to wit- 
ness Calumet’s first big score at the new 
Aqueduct, but he had come by earlier in 
the morning to relay his instructions to 
his jockey. Horse,. trainer, and jockey 
converged on Aqueduct from New Jersey. 
Chicago, and California, respectively. 
and the result was $70,010 for the Calu- 
met coffers. After Jones had talked to 
Valenzuela in the morning (‘Stay near 
the pace and try and outfinish them”) 
he returned to Chicago to start a horse in 
the Arlington Futurity. His orders were 
carried out perfectly, and Freeman Mc- 
Millen, who once galloped Citation and 
Armed for Jones before becoming a 
trainer, did just as good a job accepting 
the trophies for the race. 


The losers, of course, were disappoint- 
ments, especially Bald Eagle. The big 
5-year-old had smothered his field in win- 


On-and-On, in third place to the eighth-pole, came on in the last strides to beat Greek Star (partly hidden on the rail) by a head was thi 
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ning the Metropolitan, and then his reg- 
ular jockey Manuel Ycaza was injured in 
a spill. In the Suburban Handicap, under 
133 pounds, Bald Eagle did not rate for 
Bill Hartack, and a premature move left 
the Cain Hoy colt with nothing to hold 
off Sword Dancer’s late rush. Ycaza finally 
wore down his doctors and was allowed to 
test his healing collarbone in an exercise 


aboard Bald Eagle on Thursday. 


Everything felt fine to Ycaza during 
the week, but the 5-week lay-off and the 
thrill of returning to action made the 
actual workout a little longer than might 
have been good. The big horse — he 
towered over his Brooklyn field. and 
looked down at them almost with disdain 
in the paddock — had shown earlier signs 
of studdishness, and had been rank at 
times during working hours. The solu- 
tion had been to give in to some of his 
whims, but not to all of them. and the 
results were pleasing when the horse 
seemed to settle down. 


But with Yeaza back on him again the 
horse had his neck bowed early in the 
workout, and gradually picked up speed 
3 or 4 poles before he should have. Going 
at a good clip down the backside at Bel- 


dPwas third, and Bald Eagle finished fourth. 


mont, Ycaza did not fight him, and the 
horse actually worked farther than train- 
er Woody Stephens probably wanted him 
to. But Bald Eagle came out of it all 
right (“he ate right up”), and Ycaza 
showed that he was ready to ride, so 
everything seemed to be going good for 
Cain Hoy. 

Prior to the Brooklyn, Ycaza_ tested 
himself again by riding Troy for his con- 
tract employer, and the first-time starter 
got home on top, even though Ycaza had 
to wait out a claim of foul. The 21-year- 
old Panamanian had been greeted with 
loud cheers and clapping when he came 
on the track with Troy. and he got more 
of it after the race. 


While Ycaza may have been good. Bald 
Eagle was not. The one tremendous burst 
of speed, usually reserved for a late run. 
was not there, and he flattened out to 
finish fourth under 130 pounds. When 
asked if the mud thrown in Bald Eagle’s 
face early in the running could have had 
something to do with the result, Yeaza 
said, “He was running right through all 
that stuff and running well. Then when 
I asked him, he did not answer. Manuel 
felt good today. but Bald Eagle . . . just 
not himself.” 

Sword Dancer (127) wound up fifth, 
but the little colt never has really ap- 
preciated hearing his feet rattle. While he 
made up some ground, it was far from 
the Brookmeade colt’s real race. First 
Landing (123) just was not there, and was 
beaten 7 lengths by Sword Dancer. 

The Big Three flopped, but their own- 
ers came out with great respect. It was 
the third time at Aqueduct this year that 
they had met. No ducking each other for 
easier spots. They deserve a cheer as 
sporting owners.

The Big Invader 


Cuicaco. A week after scoring a nose 
victory in the $100.000-added Hollywood 
Juvenile Championship Stakes, Pappa’s 
All won the $100.000-added Arlington Fu- 
turity in another close finish. With a gross 
of $218.940. the Futurity was the richest 
race ever held in Illinois. The winner 
netted $129.086 to boost his earnings to 
$266.211. No other 2-year-old is close to 
him in earnings. 

For the second consecutive Saturday a 
horse fresh out of California—and Cali- 
fornia-bred at that—galloped off with a 
big stakes at Arlington. Seven days earlier 
Chase R. McCoy’s T. V. Lark had notched 
an upset in the Arlington Classic, just as 
a year ago he had been shipped in to 
annex the Arlington Futurity at odds 
against him of 33 to 1. 

The 1960 Arlington Futurity couldn't

have been more exciting. Pappa’s All led 
practically every step of the 6 furlongs, 
but his advantage was never more than a 
head until he drew out slightly near the 
wire for his final half-length margin. 

It was a 3-horse race through the last 
furlong. Behind Pappa’s All, Fred W. 
Hooper’s Crozier and Calumet Farm’s 
Beau Prince were a nose apart. Both had 
excuses. Crozier (*My Babu—Miss Olym- 
pia. by Olympia) attempted to lug in 
during most of the stretch run, while 
racing on the outside of Pappa’s All. Beau 
Prince (Bull Lea—Typhoon, by Whirla- 
way) was racing strongly in mid-stretch 
when he suddenly seemed to lurch. It was 
the third start for each colt. 

“I don’t know what happened,” jockey 
Steve Brooks said later of Beau Prince. 
“IT was breezing towards the lead when 
he seemed to jump something. Then his 
rear end turned out from under him, and 
he felt like he broke a leg. The only thing 
I can think of is that there were some 
hoofprints in the track, and when he went 
to hurdle them the sun blinded him and he 
bobbled badly. He seemed to hurdle some 
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hoofprints near the far turn, but he landed 
perfectly.” 

The winner, too. had leaped a shadow. 
Jockey George Tanuguchi, making his first 
appearance in Chicago, said, “I was try- 
ing to rate him behind He’s a Pistol, but 
Pappa’s All had just too much speed, and 
I had to change my plan a little. At the 
half-mile-pole a shadow or something 
startled him, and he tried to jump away. 
but he got into stride quickly again.” 

A big disappointment in the good field 
of 10 was Mr. and Mrs. Herbert Herff’s 
Intensive, 2-to-1 favorite. He had won 5 
of his 7 starts, including 2 stakes, and 
had worked brilliantly. Fourth after a 
quarter, Intensive then shortened stride 
and finished a distant ninth. Intensive 
previously had defeated everything in the 
race—except Pappa’s All, Crozier and 
Beau Prince. 

Pappa’s All, which now owns 7 victories 
and 2 seconds from 9 starts, was second 
choice at slightly under 4 to 1. Beau 
Prince was third favorite at 5 to 1. Both 
of Beau Prince’s previous races (the first 
on July 11 at Arlington) had been over 
muddy tracks. He won each with a sud- 
den, electrifying stretch spurt after having 
seemingly been beaten at the final bend. 
The Futurity was run over a fast but 
dull track, one labelled “good” earlier in 
the day. The time was 1:1154. 

Pappa’s All held a narrow lead over 
He’s a Pistol for half a mile, at which 
point Crozier was a close third and Beau 
Prince eighth. Crozier, which had broken 
his maiden on July 25 with a 5-length 
triumph in 1:0425 for 51% furlongs, came

Selling Venetian Way 


The 1960 Kentucky Derby winner Vene- 
tian Way is being syndicated by J. C. 
Metz, who last week announced that owner 
Isaac Blumberg has authorized him to 
sell 20 shares in the horse. 

Blumberg’s Sunny Blue Farm will re- 
tain 10 shares and will exercise complete 
control of his racing career, which will 
extend through 1961, and possibly 1962. 
The cost of the shares was not announced. 
but Metz said that payment could be made 
in 3 yearly installments. When Venetian 
Way is retired from racing he will enter 
the stud at Metz’s Mare’s Rest Farm, Lex- 
ington. 


Dead at 29 


Vicar, one of the country’s oldest active 
Thoroughbred stallions, broke a leg July 
13 at Mrs. Amory H. Hutchinson’s Wester- 
ly Stud, Solvang, Calif., and had to be 
destroyed. By Flying Ebony—Valkyr, by 
Man o’ War, Vicar, a foal of 1931, had 
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within a head of Pappa’s All in mid- 
stretch. Beau Prince soon joined the chase. 
If memory serves, this was Calumet Farm’s 
first representative in the Arlington Fu- 
turity in several years. Beau Prince is a 
big. muscular colt. 

As for the dark gray Pappa’s All, train- 
er C. B. (Buddy) Leavitt said, “He’s big 
this way.” and he spread his hands far 
apart. “I lost a bet on him last October. 
I bet he weighed 950, and he weighed 
1.050. I'd say he’s close to 1,100 pounds 
now. This is what you call a_ perfect 
horse. He’ll do anything you want with 
him. He has more sense than a lot of 
people. He'll work :50 or :45, just how 
you want him to. He’s intelligent and 
learns anything you teach him.” Of the 
colts 2 losses, Leavitt said, “He got 
knocked out the first time he ran, at 
Santa Anita. And the day Olden Times 
beat him half a length at Hollywood Park, 
he was a dead-short horse.” 

A home-bred, Pappa’s All is owned by 
Mr. and Mrs. Grover D. King. of Whittier, 
Calif.. who have a few mares at Seven 
Seas Ranch near Chino, managed by 
Buddy’s father. Charles T. Leavitt. King. 
68. is in the investment business, and he 
once had his law work done by a young 
Whittier attorney named Richard M. 
Nixon, who he later helped send to the 
U. S. House of Representatives. 

“California breeding has progressed 
tremendously the past 10 years,” Leavitt 
said. He thought that Pappa’s All would 
go on, even though the sire *Pappa 
Fourway. an English-bred horse which 
stands at Seven Seas Ranch, was a sprint- 
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covered 2 mares this year. and Mrs. Hut- 
chinson said both are in foal. 

Bred by the Shandon Stud, Vicar and 
his dam were purchased in 1931 by Wil- 
liam Woodward’s Belair Stud. Second in 
the Great American Stakes and third in 
the Huron Handicap and Amsterdam 
Claiming Stake at 3, his best season was 
as a 4-year-old in 1935, when he won the 
Saratoga and Hampton Cup Handicaps. 
finished second in the Empire City, Amer- 
ican Legion, and Granite State Handicaps 
and third in the Yonkers, King Philip, 
and Capitol Handicaps and the Laurel 
Stakes. 

Late in his 4-year-old season Vicar was 
sold to A. C. Compton. The horse raced 
for several more seasons, but he never re- 
covered from a leg injury suffered at 
Santa Anita in 1936. Compton sold the 
horse to H. Guy Bedwell, who resold him 
to Mrs. Hutchinson in 1947, 

Vicar had small crops in the stud, but 
among his runners were the good steeple- 
chaser Glendower and the stakes-placed 
filly Black Banshee. 


er. “His grandsire is Prince Rose, who’s 
the sire of *Princequillo,” Leavitt said. 
“*Pappa Fourway wasn’t given a chance to 
run in longer races, he had so much speed. 
He ran 5 furlongs in :55 once. And Pappa’s 
All’s dam is bred for distance.” 

Pappa’s All is from *Pappa Fourway’s 
first crop. “This colt came early, on Jan- 
uary 10,” Leavitt said. “He’s been early 
ever since.”

CALIFORNIA 


Cool, Man 
Det Mar. On a blue-and-gold after- 


noon, with a cool breeze blowing in from 
the nearby Pacific, Del Mar opened its 
21st season of racing before the largest 
week-day inaugural crowd in its history. 

The fact that Los Angeles, 101 miles 
to the north, was baking in an “unusual” 
heat wave, probably had a great deal to 
do with the fact that the Del Mar opening 
lured a crowd of 10,077. The handle for 
the 9-race inaugural was $762,297, also a 
record for a week-day opening. 

The picturesque track, freshly painted 
from top to bottom, never looked better. 
There was gold in the infield this season, 
sure enough — 4-foot high blocked letters 
painted a bright golden color that pro- 
claimed that here was “Where The Turf 
Meets The Surf.” 

The infield grass course, started in 1956, 
was at last ready for use, and one of the 
crowning moments of opening day was the 
first race ever run over the turf course. 
Nine started in the event, which was open 
to $2,500 claimers. and except for the fact 
that Lost War. setting the pace, and Sec- 
ond Flash, which was second at the time, 
both lugged out badly on the first turn, 
there were no untoward incidents. *En- 
cuesta, a mare imported from Argentina, 
was the surprise winner, paying $72, with 
Second Flash and *Palomar, an invader 
from Ireland. finishing in a dead _ heat 
for place. Like the grass course at Santa 
Anita, foreign-bred horses apparently will 
do well over Del Mar’s turf course. 

The grass course is 374 feet less than 
a mile, with a straightaway chute of an 
eighth of a mile running diagonally across 
the infield from the far turn to a point 
almost in front of the grandstand. The 
grass still was spotty here, and on the 
morning of the opening workmen were 
touching up the worst places with green 
paint. Chances are the chute will not be 
used this season. 

The remainder of the course was in 
excellent condition, however. While it is 
not quite as lush as Santa Anita’s turf 
course, it is serviceable, sporty, and will 
provide the races here with needed 
variety. 

The old cliche about how class will tell 
was proven again by Conejo Ranch’s 
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Honeys Gem in the day’s feature, the 
$7,500 Inaugural Handicap at 6 furlongs. 
After *Sue III and Sweet June had dueled 
for the early lead, Honeys Gem turned 
on her full power, swept into command 
entering the final furlong, and drew away 
to win by more than a length in 1:09%5. 

She carried 120 pounds, while making 
racing secretary Barry Whitehead’s handi- 
capping look awfully good. The 4 top- 
weights — Honeys Gem (120), *Sue III 
(118), Sweet June (117) and Jenny De- 
Lieu (115) — finished in that order. 


Big Day, Big Race 


Del Mar’s opening followed the close 
of Hollywood Park by 2 days. The Ingle- 
wood season bowed out on a Monday be- 
fore a getaway throng of 41,932 that 
wagered $3,344,755. The big final day 
boosted Hollywood Park’s total attendance 
for 55 days to 1.626.533, for a daily aver- 
age of 29.573. The total pari-mutuel han- 
dle soared to $124,666,966, for a daily 
average of $2,266,672. By comparison, at- 
tendance was down 2.05 per cent, and 
wagering dropped 4.55 per cent from 1959, 
yet it was Hollywood Park’s fourth-best 
season in attendance, and fifth-best in 
betting. 

C. V. Whitney’s Dotted Swiss wound 
up the meeting in a blaze of glory, coast- 
ing to an easy 3%4-length triumph in the 
$100.000-added Sunset Handicap. If any- 
one a few weeks before had dared write 
a piece of fiction based on Dotted Swiss’ 
recent accomplishments. it would have 
been laughed off as too incredulous. 

Dotted Swiss, only horse to win 5 races 
during the meeting, also was the only 
one to win 3. stakes; the only one 
to win 2 $100,000 events; the top money- 
winner with earnings of $194,350; and. 
of course, the “Horse of the Meet- 
ing.” according to a poll of Turf writers. 
Dotted Swiss made the Whitney stable 
the leading money-winner with earnings 
of $282,062. 

On the morning of the 15¢-mile Sunset. 
*King’s Marshall was withdrawn by his 
stable because the race looked too tough 
for a 3-year-old. Sun Colonel was the next 
to come out. He had twisted a shoe while 
out for a morning gallop, and about noon 
he was discovered to be slightly lame. 
Elobee Farm’s Eddie Schmidt developed 
a neck infection that required medication. 
and under the 48-hour rule he had to be 
declared. Howard Keck’s Bagdad then 
came down with a slight touch of colic, 
and had to be scratched. 

That made Dotted Swiss’ task all the 
easier in the Sunset. Eddie Burns, who 
had ridden the big son of Counterpoint 
to victory in the Gold Cup, found that his 
hardest job was in keeping Dotted Swiss 
from running over his rivals too early. 
Although Dotted Swiss fought continually 
for his head, Burns managed to keep 
him under double wraps until they went

OBITUARY 


Frank Sanders 


Francis S. Sanders, 48-year-old trainer. 
was killed in the helicopter which fell and 
burned in the Chicago area the evening 
of July 28. He and 12 other persons 
were flying between Midway and O’Hare 
Fields when the accident occurred. Several 
other horsemen had planned on taking the 
same flight, but at the last moment had 
decided to drive. Mr. Sanders only a short 
time before had been in Lexington for 
the yearling sales. 

A native of Chicago, Mr. Sanders was 
enrolled as a pre-medical student when 
the depression forced him out of school. 
He was a jockey early in his career, and 
later served in various capacities as a 
racing official. In 1952 he became asso- 
ciated with Freeman Keyers’ Reverie Knoll 
Farm, and as chief trainer conditioned 
the stakes winners Romanita, Delnita, 
Smoke Screen, and Royal Sting. Since 
1957 he had owned and operated Roman- 
oaks Farm, Woodford County, Kentucky. 


Mrs. Ray Ankenbauer 


Mrs. Anne T. Ankenbauer, widow of 
the late Raymond Ankenbauer, died as the 
result of her fall from an upper-story 
window of the First National Bank build- 
ing in Lexington on the morning of August 
2. Coroner Chester Hager listed the death 
as a suicide. 

The late Mr. Ankenbauer, a former 
restaurateur in Chicago, moved to Ken- 
tucky with his wife in 1944, and they 
lived at their Meadowbrook Farm in 
Woodford County. where they bred a few 
horses. Mrs. Ankenbauer had lived in a 
Lexington hotel since her husband’s death 
on June 7. 1959, and the farm was sold 
zbout 7 months ago.

The Strenath of 1959 


Most of the buyers at the first 4 ses- 
sions were absent from their seats during 
the Wednesday afternoon and_ evening 
sessions which concluded the July yearling 
sales under the direction of the Breeders’ 
Sales Company. The afternoon crowd made 
only a scatter through the Keeneland sales 
pavilion, and there were far more visitors 
than buyers in the evening. Auctioneers 
George Swinebroad and Tom Caldwell had 
to work long and patiently to bring some 
of the yearlings to an approximation of 
their apparent value, and sometimes they 
found only one buyer interested, whereas 
it takes at least 2 to make an auction. 

Nevertheless. when the totals for the 
1960 summer yearling sales were added. 
the strength of the market was still evi- 
dent. The 303 yearlings which went 
through the ring had grossed $3.588.700. 
and the $11.844 average was an all-time 
record, surpassing by a margin of $57 
the average of 1957, when the sale was 
restricted to the smallest number (235 
head) in its history in a deliberate at- 
tempt to exclude the lower-priced stock. 


The general impression of observers 
and bidders was that the market was the 
strongest ever encountered. That’s what 
it was, “horse for horse.” in the opinion 
of H. S. Finney, president of the Fasig- 
Tipton Company, who expected it to con- 
tinue with as much strength during the 
sales at Saratoga August 8-12. 

Insofar as figures could tell the story. 
however, the 1960 Keeneland sale varied 
only slightly from that of the previous 
year. The 1959 average of $11,664 was 21.3 
per cent above that of 1958. In this year’s 
auctions, with the same number, going 
through the ring, the average was 1.5 per 
cent higher than in 1959. 

In distribution of prices (Table I), the 
pattern of 1960 was almost a duplicate of 
that of the previous year. The one appar- 
ent difference was at the bottom of the 
scale; the floor was higher than ever. Only 
4 yearlings sold for less than $3,000, and 
the maximum bid required to purchase 
the bottom 10 per cent of the offerings 
was $4.000, as compared with $3.500 in 
1959, $3.000 in 1958. At higher levels 
the differences between 1959 and 1960 
were virtually non-existent. 

Most of the 1.5 per cent rise in the 
average was accounted for by an increase 
in the proportion of colts in the sale. 
There were 12 more colts sold in 1960 than 
in 1959. and 12 fewer fillies. The 179 colts 
averaged $13.432, a gain of 5.8 per cent 
over the 1959 figure; 124 fillies averaged 
$9.551. a decline of 8.1 per cent from the 
previous year. If the ratio of colts and 


fillies had remained the same as in 1959, 
and if the 1960 averages had applied, the 
average this year would have been about 
$11,690, only $26 higher than last year. 


The market for fillies had not weak- 
ened. The 1959 average was abnormally 
high, 41 per cent above that of 1958, 
partly because of the larger number of 
females with exceptionally high creden- 
tials. The 1960 catalogue had fewer speci- 
mens of this kind. 


As in 1959, the market appeared to 
have been supported more boldly than in 
earlier years because the buyers them- 
selves came to the sales, instead of send- 
ing representativs with fixed limits on 
their bidding. Louis Wolfson, owner of 
Harbor View Farm, was absent (he was 
on a cruise with his family), and there 
were other absentee bidders, of course, but 
the principals were present in force until 
the last 2 sessions.

Among the 5 fillies (+) listed above, 
Angelica was the only one absent from 
the field for the one-mile Schwarzgold 
Rennen in May. The field did include, 
however, the sixth-ranked filly in the hand- 
icap, Barcelona (Neckar—Bachfuge, by 
Magnat). which made the pace until Santa 
Cruz took the lead to win by a margin of 
4 lengths. Ankerette was third, half a 
length behind Barcelona, with Fuegung 
fourth and Waco fifth. 


In the 9-furlong Nereide Rennen at 
Horst-Emscher, Santa Cruz did not run, 
and Barcelona scored an easy victory 
over Winde, Ankerette, Fuegung, and 
others. Winde then went to Vienna and 
easily won the 114-mile Austrian Derby. 

The 114-mile Preis der Diana, leading 
test of 3-year-old fillies in Germany, was 
run on June 5, when Winde was in Vienna. 
Santa Cruz triumphed again, waiting 
until the straight to make her run and 
defeating Ankerette by 2 lengths, with 
Barcelona third. It was the fourth time in 
the last 5 years for a filly to complete the 
Schwarzgold-Diana double. 

Bred and owned by the Roettgen Stud. 
Santa Cruz is by Caran d’Ache (Zliten— 
Circignana, by Donatello II), sire of the 
Union Rennen winner Wettcoup and the 
Grosser Preis von Nordrhein-Westfalen 
winner Waldcanter. Her dam, Stammesart 
(Alchimist—Stammesfahne, by Flamboy- 
ant), already had produced Stani (by 
Nuvolari), winner of the Grosser Preis 
von Baden. 


Best of the Colts 


Of the 5 leading colts in the handicap, 
Mohikaner was the only one to miss the 
one-mile Henckel Rennen at Horst-Em- 
scher late in May. Besides the top 4, there 
were 2 other colts at the start, Naretha 
(Buergermeister—Nugat, by Accord Par- 
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RACING ABROAD 


fait) and Thila’s brother Thiggo (Magnat 
—Thilde, by Arjaman). In the one-mile 
Dr. Busch Memorial in April, Wiener 
Walzer had beaten Naretha by a head, 2 
lengths in front of Santa Cruz, which led 
Alarich. Westorkan, and Argo. After- 
wards, Westorkan had finished fifth to Mo- 
hikaner at 1144 miles at Cologne. 


The Henckel Rennen repeated the result 
of the Dr. Busch Memorial. Wiener Wal- 
zer overtook Naretha in the final strides 
to beat him a head. Thiggo was third, 3 
lengths away, in front of Alarich, Argo, 
and Westorkan. 


Wiener Walzer, bred and owned by the 
Zoppenbroich Stud, is by Olymp (Arja- 
man—Olympiade. by Oleander), sire of 
the 1954 Union Rennen winner Blumen- 
prinz and of Masetto, winner of the 
Deutsches St. Leger and G. P. von Nordr- 
hein-Westfalen in 1955. His dam, Walzer- 
koenigin (Magnat—Amalaswintha, by 
*Athanasius), is from the family of the 
noted mare Wiener Maedel. 

In the 1%4-mile Union Rennen at Co- 
logne June 12 there were 4 heads on the 
post at the finish, and the other 3 starters 
were close up. Mohikaner got the decision 
over Maximum (Asterios—Malta. by All- 
gaeu), Alarich, and Wicht, with Ares, 
Kaiseradler. and Waidmannsheil close be- 
hind them. Mohikaner, bred and owned 
by the Mydlinghoven Stud. is by the Prix 
Hocquart winner Val Drake out of the 
1951 Schwarzgold Rennen winner Muskat- 
bluete (Ticino—Meldung, by Periander). 

Mohikaner did not start in_ the 
Deutsches Derby, run over 114 miles at 
Hamburg July 3, but there were 14 run- 
ners, including the Roettgen Stud’s filly 
Santa Cruz and 3 stablemates to assure a 
good pace for her benefit. One of these, 
Wicht, was in the lead when he ran off the 
course as they entered the straight. Ares 
succeeded to the lead, but fell when the 
Roessler Stud’s Alarich was passing him, 
leaving Alarich to win by 21% lengths. 
Kaiseradler (Nebelwerfer—Kaiserwuerde, 
by Bubbles) was second with a short head 
advantage over Wiener Walzer, which had 
encountered difficulties when Ares fell. 
Naretha was fourth, Maximum fifth, Santa 
Cruz far out of it. 

Alarich is a son of Mangon (Gundo- 
mar—Mainkur, by Janus), winner of the 
Henckel Rennen and German Derby and 
twice winner of the G. P. von Nordrhein- 
Westfalen. His dam, Alma Mater (Ti- 
cino—Alex, by Louqsor), was second in 
the 1953 Union Rennen and Deutsches 
Derby and is a half-sister to the Preis 
der Diana winner Armgard. 

The only 3-year-olds in the 154-mile 
Grosser Preis von Nordrhein-Westfalen at 
Duesseldorf July 24 were Wicht, Waid- 
mannsheil, and Santa Cruz. The filly made 


the pace, and again failed to stay, but 
her stablemate Wicht won by 134 lengths 
from the 1959 Henckel Rennen winner 
Waidmann (Neckar—Waldrun, by Alchi- 
mist). Third was Waidmann’s _half- 
brother Weidmannsheil (by Asterios), a 
head better than the 5-year-old Pfalzteu- 
fel. Last of all was the 1959 German 
Derby winner Uomo. The result of this 
test suggested that the 3-year-olds were 
better than the older horses. 


Like Santa Cruz, Wicht is a son of 
Caran d’Ache. His dam. Wappenau 
(Abendfrieden—Waffenart, by Alchim- 
ist), is a granddaughter of Winnica, dam 
of the noted stallion Wahnfried.

"In Light" at 141 


Sypney. Champion Tulloch has been 
“invited” to run in this year’s Centenary 
£25,000 Melbourne Cup at Flemington 
first Tuesday in November. To the de- 
light of his owner and trainer, the VRC 
handicapper top-weighted him with a 
mere 141 pounds. Owner E. A. Haley 
anticipated that under our system of 
handicapping Tulloch would be asked to 
carry 144, and he is delighted that the 
champ has not been weighted out of the 
race. 


In a phone talk from America. trainer 
T. J. Smith expressed his pleasure, and 
could see no reason for failure. He stated 
also that crack jockey George Moore, who 
has been riding in France and England 
with great success, hopes to be back home 
in time to ride Tulloch in the Cup. 


Those big-hearted fellows, the book- 
makers, are quoting Tulloch at less than 
a double figure, despite the fact that the 
race is about 5 months off, and_horse- 
players are falling over themselves to take 
the quote. 

No horse has carried more than 140 
pounds to win the Cup since the one 
and only Carbine scored with 145 in 1890. 
Five years later he went to England to 
the Duke of Portland’s stud in Notting- 
hamshire. Just 40 years ago the game 
little Poitrel won the Melbourne marathon 
with 140. 

Only once in his career has Tulloch 
started in a handicap. That was the Caul- 
field Cup, and as a 3-year-old Tulloch had 
no difficulty in scoring. Since his return 
to racing after 2 years’ illness, Tulloch 
has gone to the post 5 times in weight- 
for-age races and has won them all. He 
will be 6 when the Cup is run. 

Trainer Smith has a strong Cup hand. 
In addition to the champion. he has Grand 
Garry, winner of the Sydney Cup; Travel 
Boy. winner of the VRC Derby; and a 
good English horse Decoy, which got in 
the race with 110 pounds.

Trainer H. A. (Jimmy) Jones remained in 
Chicago to saddle Beau Prince for the Arlington 
Futurity, kept Steve Brooks there to ride him, and 
sent On-and-On to New York in the care of Free- 
man McMillan, Citation’s former exercise rider. 
With the track sloppy for the Brooklyn Handicap, 
On-and-On turned in an excellent performance to 
win by a head, while Bald Eagle, Sword Dancer, 
and First Landing, the most prominent older 
horses in the East, were unplaced. 

On-and-On raced in third place, behind Greek 
Star and Waltz, into the stretch. He moved up on 
the outside near the eighth-pole and caught the 
pacemaker in the final strides. Waltz, whose ap- 
prentice rider had lost his whip at the start, fin- 
ished third, 2 lengths farther back. The crowd 
had waited in vain for challenges from Bald 
Eagle, Sword Dancer, and First Landing, whose 
riders offered no excuses. Next-to-last choice in 
the betting, the winner paid $32.20. 

This year On-and-On won the Orange Bowl 
Handicap, the Tropical Park Handicap in new 
record time, and the McLennan Handicap, beating 
Bald Eagle. He was then second to Bald Eagle 
in the Widener Handicap and third to Bald Eagle 
and *Amerigo in the Gulfstream Park Handicap.

The last time Quill and Royal Native had met, 
in the 1;/4-mile Molly Pitcher Handicap on July 9 
at Monmouth Park, Royal Native gave her smaller 
adversary 5 pounds and beat her by 4 lengths. 
Both fillies already had designs on Delaware 
Park’s $100,000-added Delaware Handicap, for 
which Royal Native was tentatively assigned 129 
pounds and Quill 122. 

Quill’s schedule also included the 1;4-mile New 
Castle Stakes, a week before the big handicap, 


and although victory in this race would add 3 
pounds to her assignment for the handicap, 
trainer Lucien Laurin felt that the race would 
more than compensate for the additional weight. 
Royal Native’s management was unwilling to risk 
the penalty, and Quill won from Indian Maid and 
Tempted, setting the stage for another bout with 
Royal Native a week later. 

The night before the race, hurricane winds 
swept the Eastern seaboard, drenching the Dela- 
ware Park track. Eight fillies and mares turned 
out for the rich handicap, and Royal Native was 
made a 9-to-10 favorite. Tempted, third to stable- 
mate Endine in the 1959 renewal, was second choice 
at 5 to 1, and Quill was nearly 6 to 1. 

Tempted broke into an early lead, and in the 
first half-mile put 5 lengths between her and 
Indian Maid. Royal Native and Quill, third and 
fourth, began their move approaching the far turn, 
and at the quarter-pole Quill had a _ daylight 
lead. She led by 5 lengths at the eighth-pole, 9 
at the wire.
